Both Samuel Bronfman, who has mode the establish- 
ment of the Centre possible in a financial and advisory 
capacity, and Professor Irving Brecher, the head of the 
Centre, welcomed the recipients of the awards to the 
meeting.

A missed convert by fullback Pete Hewlett In the dying minutes of the fourth quarter cost 
the Redmen a share of first place in the OQAA standings as the Queen's Golden Gaels handed 
the Redmen a 13-12 setback on Saturday afternoon. The loss dropped the Redmen into a second 
place tie with the University of Toronto Blues who gained their first win of the season via an 
impressive 31-7 win over the Western Mustangs. 



Coach Bill Bcwlcy was natu- 
rally disappointed at nut being 
al)lc to break the Gaels' cii;ht 
game league winning streak but 
did add "We'll be back. They 
still have to meet us in our home 
park." 

Bewlcy alio stated that tliis 
game in particular pointed up 
tlic fact lliat a team may move 
the liall well but still lose sim- 
ply because the opposition picks 
up a "cheap" touchdown and 
succeeds in converting it. What 
he had in mind was the Gaels' 
second quarter TD by Jim Young 
from the five yard line that had 
been set up by a 59-yard pass- 
and-run play between QB Gal 
Connor and end Bruce Stewart. 
Corner linebacker Gavin Wyllic 
had Connor stopped on the Gael 
33 but somehow Connor squir- 




med away to find Stewart in the 
clear. 

Halfback George Poirier ope- 
ned the scoring for the Redmen 
the first time they had tlicir 
hands on the ball with a 38-yard 
ramble around right end behind 
superb blocking by the entire 
offensive line. Pete Howlclt mis- 
sed the convert attempt. 

Then on their next scries of 
plays Poirier again lugyed the 
ball 19 yards to the Queen's 30 
followed by Ilowlett rushing to 
the 19 in three plays. However, 
Poirier fumbled on the Gael 20 
yard line with Larry Ferguson 
returning the ball to the. 49 yard 
line. This play seemed to take 
the fire from the Redmen at- 
tack which they failed to regain 
until the fourth quarter.

On the play on which the fum- 
ble occurred, Poirier sprained 
his ankle which knocked him out 
for most of the remainder of the 
game. This loss permitted the' 
Gaels to key on fleet Eric Wal- 
ter, greatly reducing the effecti- 
veness of the Redmen offence. 

A poor 20-yard punt from deep 
in the Redmen zone by Ian Bruce 
gave the Gaels the bail on the 
McGlll 23 from where they hit 
paydirt in five plays with a ten 
yard pass to Doug Cowan. Young 
was wide for the second time on 
the point after touchdown ma- 
king the score 120. That's the 
way it stood at halftime. 

l^elther team managed to move 
the ball in the second lialf until 
the Redmen excited the fans 
with an BS-yard, 14 play march 
with a fifteen yard touchdown 
pass from Glen St. John to Don 
Taylor at 13:58 of the final quar- 
ter. This was by far the best 
march of the game as the Red- 
men showed their ability to move 
the ball ^against the rugged ; de- 
fending 'Champions. Then,-.? with' 



every spectator in the stadium 
holding their breatlis, a tired 
Howlctl dribbled the convert try 
wide, keeping the count 13-12 in 
the Gaels' favour. 

What proved to be the big 
break of the game for the Gaels 
was a 42 yard punt by Larry 
Ferguson which took a bad boun- 
ce in the McGill cndzonc, forcing 
Bruce to concede the single 
point. This play occurred Just 
prior to the long TD march. 

This loss emphasized the fact 
that the Redmen are weak in the 
place kicking and the punting 
departments, as Howlett missed 
both convert attempts and'a field 
goal from the 28 yard line, and 
Bruce only managed a 29.5 yards 
kicking average. Word now h 
that rookie lineman Nick Floriau 
may be given a shot at place- 
kicking duties. 

Captain Don Taylor came up 
with a tliird quarter interception 
on a pass intended for Jim 
Ware and thus joins Tom Mo- 
ran's "Indian head" club, a new 
institution with the Redmen. This 
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season in an effort to give defen- 
sive players the recognition they 
deserve but rarely get, Moran is 
putting an Indian head on the 
helmets of ail players who make 
an interception. Wade Kenny is 
already a member of the "club". 

Taylor played a fine two-way 
game at offensive end and defen- 
sive half and also scooped up a 
Jim Young fumble in th third 
quarter. Pete Ilowlett rushed 
well with 40 yards in nine cat'

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A hollow victory 

Police brutality turnetd the Queen's visit 
to Quebec into a major moral victory for 
the indepencJence movement in Quebec, 
according to a Canadian University Press 
report, reprinted on this page. 

The article cites some specific brutal acts: 
16 newsmen were slugged, girls of 17 and 
old men were slugged and pushed, a young 
girl was shaken till she cried, etc. But some- 
how the total of these outrages, abstracted 
from the report, doesn't quite equal the 
cumulative effect of the writer's adjectival 
Indignation. 

No one will argue in favour of police 
brutality. It is likely, and quite possible, that 
some of the policemen on duty in Quebec 
went too far in breaking up what were in 
many coses entirely innocent and well-

disciplined demonstrations. Policemen are 
human, and their fallibility may have be- 
come painfully obvious this weekend. 

But the reporter seems to have forgotten 
one incident which reduces these atrocities 
to a different perspective. Since President 
Kennedy's assassination in Dallas last No- 
vember, the possibility of a sirnilar attack 
on another North American head of state 
is no longer completely far-fetched.^America 
has a long tradition of civil obedience, but 
President Kennedy's death shattered the 
illusion that this is an inherent characteristic 
of North Americans. 

Race riots' in the U.S. during the summer 
revealed that, although Lee Oswald was an 
isolated fanatic, there are strong under- 
currents of violence in modern urban society. 
All the riots were not directed at racial in- 
equality, just as all the anger in Quebec 



this weekend was not directed at the Queen, 
or even English Canada. As the CUP reporter 
observes, hostility rapidly focussed on the 
police and the Lesage government. 

The report also admits that mass hostility 
gripped people who had never demonstrat- 
ed isefore, students and intellectuals who 
might have been expected to retain more 
self control. The violence which would have 
resulted from qn attack on the Queen, and 
the wider repercussions in terms of civil 
violence and the political future of Canada, 
are questions' on which we fortunately can 
only speculate. 

But no rational observer can honestly 
have expected, or wanted, the police to 
act like nice guys in Quebec this weekend. 
Pierre Bourgault showed good sense when 
he asked his followers to disband peacefully 
after police forbade a demonstration Friday 
night, and as a result of this decision the 
RIN's public image has probably been 
enhanced. But after the concession was 
made, it's a pity ail such demonstrations 
weren't cancelled. The only people who had 
any points scored against them were the 
police, who didn't deserve it and weren't 
near the top of anyone's list of public 
oppressors when the visit began. Whether 
or not people believed in the possibility of 
violence against the Queen, she elicited 
more sympathy than resentment during the 
weekend. The stupid, agonizing fiasco" only 
served to emphasize Rene Levesque's much- 
quoted observation: This was no time for 
a royal visit. 



Quebec (CUP) - Wide- 
spread police brutality Sa- 
turday turned the Queen's 
visit to Quebec City into a 
major r. oral victory for the 
lndepenc:nce movement in 
French-Cancdo. 

Ttie ancient city became a 
military fortress and lived in 
a virtual state of martial low 
during the Queen's two*day 
slay. 

Laval students, reinforced 
by students from the univer- 
sities of Montreal and Sher- 
brooke, were harassed, bul- 
lied and beaten by riot 
squads during their efforts to 
carry out peaceful demons- 
trations against the Royal 
visit. 

Six newsmen were se- 
riously injured while ten 
others received the blows of 
nightstick-vyielding police 
who bore down on the de- 
monstrators at least five limes 
during the day. This writer 
was chased two blocks down 
a side street by the orange- 
clad squads who clubbed 
Indiscriminately at bystand- 
ers, newsmen and demonstra- 
tors. 

About 50 students were 
arrested by Quebec City Po- 
lice, assisted by the RCMP 
and Quebec Provincial Po- 
lice. Constantly In the bock- 
groiihd, though never active 
against demonstrators, were 
several thousand army and 
air force personnel who 
stood shoulder-to-shoulder 
along every foot of the 
Queen's roule through the 
city. 

Quebec City Police refused 
to disclose the names of 
those arrested or the charges 
against them. Newsmen were 



told the Information would 
be made available in Court 
Tuesday morning. 

Six times during the day 
the Queen passed through 
the streets of Quebec. An- 
gered by police, the demon- 
strations grew larger and 
more determined as the day 
progressed. But the protests 
were peaceful to the last. 

At 10:30 am when the 
Queen arrived at the Provin- 
cial Legislature building 
there were only about 50 
vociferous demonstrators and 
several hundred passive sup- 
porters. They chanted "le 
Québec aux Québécois", "Le- 
sage est responsable" and 
sang "Vive les Québécois" 
and other French-Canadian 
songs. 

As soon as the Queen en- 
tered the Legislature, plain- 
clothes police and one RCMP 
officer in r^; uniform begon 
seizing demonstrators and 
carrying them away. In- 
censed, the crowd shouted 
"Gestapo, Gestapo". Within 
seconds sirens screamed from 
all directions and white wa- 
gons bearing the name "Pro- 
tection Civile" appeared. 
Oronge-clad police leapt 
from the trucks swinging 
their sticks furiously and 
driving the crowd before 
them. 

At 2 pm after the Queen 
had arrived at the Citadel 
to inspect the Royal 22nd Re- 
giment, 75 demonstrators re- 
tired to a nearby park. They 
sal on the grass and chanted 

"Québec oui, Ottawa non" 
and sang songs. Ten minutes 
later eight Iruckloads of po- 
lice arrived and climbed the 
hill towards ' the" demonstra- 



tors, who got up and began 
to walk briskly out of the 

park. 

The police cut across their 
path and then charged. One 
boy lying on the ground with 
his hands behind his head 
was lifted and brutally 
slashed with a nightstick. A 
policeman grabbed a young 
girl and shook her until she 
cried. An American news- 
man taking notes at the 
scene was beaten and or-' 
rested. 

At 8:45 pm the Queen was 
driven to the Chateau Fron- 
tenac for a reception attended 
by Prime. Minister Pearson 
and Premier Lesage. By this 
time, the number of active 
demonstrotors hod swelled to 
several hundred. At the Porte 
Salnt-Louls (gate to the Old 
City) their chant became a 
roar os the Royal cor passed. 
Moments later the police 
clubs were swinging and 
more arrests were being 
made. This time a 12-year- 
old girl hod her face slashed 
open by a nightstick blow. 

Saturday, October 10, 
1964 is now an historic day 
for the independence move- 
ment of Quebec. On the nar- 
row streets of the Old City 
behind police barricades, 
dozens of students turned 
against the Lesage Govern- 
ment. Many were moved to 
shout independence slogans 
for the first time. . , , ..i, ;.. 

But the demonstrations 
were not anti-English. Their 
wrath was not for English 
reporters and spectators In 
the crowd: it was not even 
against the Queen. Their pro. 
tests were directed ogoinsf 
the Lesage government, the 
Federal government and in- 



creasingly against the police 
forces themselves. 

The Rassemblement pour 
l'Indépendance Nationale 
(RIN) led by Pierre Bour- 
gault has benefitted from 
the events of the weekend. 
It is too early to say whe- 
ther Its membership will in- 
crease as a result. But cer- 
tainly its public popularity 
will have been enhanced. 

At an RIN rally Friday 



night, Mr. Bourgault asked 
a crowd of 1,500 to follow 
him in a fofolly silent de- 
monstration. When police 
forbade the demonstration, 
Mr. Bourgault told the crowd 
to go home peacefully warn- 
ing them that failure to obey 
the police order might result 
in a bloodbath. After shout- 
ing a few slogans his fol- 
lowers retired peacefully. '

The establishment of the Cen- 
tre for Dcvcloping-Arca Studies 
at ilcGill came about through 
the influence of a speech to this 
effect made by Dronfman to the 
Canadian Club. Bronfman, who 
is President of the House of Sea- 
gram Distilleries, congratulated 
McGiil for acting on his idea. It 
is important that the Centre act 
not only in an intellectual capa* 
city but in dose cooperation with 
the Canadian Government so as 
to eivc the maximum amount of 
aid to the areas in question. "The 
Centre is one section of a vast 
project to assist emerging na- 
tions to a fuller industrial deve- 
lopment," said Bronfman. 

The ten students arc working 
in many fields including eco- 
nomics, political science, geogra- 
phy and socioIoe>' — which will 
help their respective countries 
to get on their feet. "The pro- 
cess of . development is so com> 
plcx that it involves a variety 
of fields," explained Professor 
Brecher in his remarks.
